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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
The applicant argues Abdul-maged does not teach the parameters deal directly with the 
traffic model but only with mathetmatical based portions and not the measurement 
based portion. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Abdul-maged also teaches in Col 

2, Ln 9-54, which is the description of how the measured parameters are used, the CAC 
procedure first step is the reception of traffic and QoS parameters to be used in the 
mathematical models. The measured parameters are used in conjunction with the 
mathematical CAC. The assumptions are made based upon actual traffic parameters 
which can be asserted as the traffic models including one or more traffic parameters 
representative of at least one type of traffic present. 

2. Claim 4 was indicated as allowable in the previous office action in which it was 
re-written in independent form.
